Suspicion that tile removal of Gard­ 
ner is the result of the work of op­ 
ponents of the waterway also was 
voiced by senators and other public 
officials here today. 
Tumulty recently announced that 
Wilson had offered him the appoint­ 
ment and that Gardner has resigned. 
Gardner today emphatically announc­ 
ed ln-a telegram from ’Ottuwa that he 
has not resigned. 
In asking for Gard­ 
ner’s resignation, Secretary of St ate 
Colby said: 
“The president desires 
to make an appointment to this posi­ 
tion. 
I hasten to add that there is 
not the slightest reflection or displeas­ 
ure indicated in this request.” 
The commission 
has 
jurisdiction 
over questions pertaining to the boun­ 
dary waters of Canada and the United 
States. 
Chairman Gardner, who is a 
democrat, and formerly a senator from 
Maine, was asked 
by Secretary of 
State Colby at the instance of the 
president to resign at once from the 
commission of which he has been a 
member since 1913. 
When Mr. Gard­ 
ner protested that such precipitate 
action would gravely embars ss the 
United States in pending negotiations 
with Canada, and asked to he allowed 
to complete pending work before 
tiring. Mr. Colby wrote him that 
resignation was accepted to take 
feet at once.

The mill employs about 200 men 
who in their various ways seek to ap­ 
pease the appetite of the glttttOMHtJ 
monster. 
After leaving the wood plica th*? 
visitors were taken down below the

vippi to see the circular saw- wh'ch 
car. cut the eight f* et lengths into 
four piece- at the rate of IOO cords 
in eight hours. 
Next in order was 
the large barking drum in which the 
pulp wood is placed and barked by 
the revolutions of the drum. 
Tai 
drum is revolved by a IOO H. P. mo­ 


tor while a 40 H. P. motor runs the 
saws. 
In the next room the visitors were 
very much interested by the eight 
grinders into which the wood already 
freed from the bark is placed to be 
forced 
against 
circular 
revolving 
‘tones, like grindstones, which grind 
the wood to a fine pulp. 
In the power room there are two 
dynamos capable of 
producing 
700 
kilowatts each. 
These are driven by 
turbine wheels which 
are 
operated 
by the waters of the Mississippi. 
In the boiler room there are four 
boilers capable of producing 175 H 
P. each which furnish steam for d y ­ 
ing paper etc. 
From the boiler roo n 
the sightseers passed into the engine 
oom and were interested 
by 
the 
gauges which show steam pressure, 
water pressure, electric power, etc., 
md accurately record any flirtations 
hat may occur. 
These guages show 
'xaetly what the condition of any of 
he pressures has been 
during 
the 
day. 
By them one can see at a glance 
vhen the mill has closed down, that 
% if one is able to read 
them. 
In 
his room where the guages are plac­ 
'd there is a Corliss steam engine of 
150 H. P. which drives the big paper 
aselline and is required to carry a 
yreat load wnich it does with appar­ 
ent ease.

he summer season so that the mill
